Scarcely a rebel. was seen'during the 


short march from Binacayan to Cavite 
Viejo. When- the American troops en- 
tered the town they w.ere met by a few 
scattering shots from a small .force, of 
rebels who, after . firing, immediately 
withdrew to Novel'eta,- where' ttie .hard 
fighting took place later in 'the day. 
At Cavite Vicjo 'Gen. Schwan's'. 'force 
was joined by 300 marines from the 
Cavite navy yard, who were under the 
command of Major Elliott. 


The advance on Noveleta was re- 


sumed. Lowe and his scouts led the 
way. 
They struck the insurgents' 


'trenches when b\it a short distance 
from Noveleta. The trenches were well 
constructed and appeared to be heavily 
manned. It was decided to charge on 
them. .The Americans received a ter- 
rific volley of rifle fire and artillery 
from the Filipinos. 
The lime did not 


stop, however, and the troops under 
Schwan rushed over the trenches and 
captured the cannon which the insur- 
gents' had used so effectively, because 
most of the casualties occurred during 
this charge.

Wteni the rebels saw. they could no 


longer 
oppose the Americans they 


withdrew in good order from the 
trenches., and retreated, toward San. 
.Francisco de Malabon. The 'American 
wounded were 'sent to Bacoor and' 
Cavite. The movement was made with 
a great deal of difficulty.

w.ithin 300 yards of the enemy . before. 
B shot came fr.om the stone wall. At 
this range the, rebels opened with ar- 
tillery and musketry. The Americans 
then charged and drove, the .enemy 
back into the village of San:- Nicholas, 
where many of. the insurgents secreted 
themselves in the nipa huts and. fired 
at the Americans as they followed the 
Insurgents through the town. Gen. 
Grant, after taking the town, aban- 
doned it and returned to Imus by way 
of the Zapote bridge.

of Manila, wheeled and came back in

Spanish fleet lay at anchor, under 'the 
.guns of the shore batteries. Twice the 
•two squadrons exchanged broadsides. 
Again Dewey wheeled. Just here :oc- 
•curi-ed & diversion.

"oeen graphically described .by 'Colonel 
George: A. Loud in; an article in The 
•Century ;Magaziue. Colonel Loud wag 
serving as .paymaster of the revenue 
Gutter McCullpch and was an eyewil- 
mess of -the battle. He writes:. 


."Again the; ships wheeled and came 


;down the line. We saw a large white 


entire loss'"on this ship on 'the ad- 
miral's desperate: sally;.was 140 killed 
and more than 200 wounded. 


"The admiral. changed his flag .to 


another sh'ip, the Isla de Cuba, but 
fared'no better, being driven back, and 
the ship sauk at the entrance of. the 
little harbor. 

"It,..was at this time that the plym- 
pia had her moment of. greatest peril. 
We could see two black boats, which 
turned out to be-1 torpedo .launches, 
coolly waiting her approach,', aud as 
the Olympia came on they started for 
her at full speed.

.Just.as Americans begin'to, feel- that' 


they are jj.poh the \erge of developing 
superiority to Great Britain not only 
in shipbuilding,".but in the steel trade, 
in which, a number of. valuable foreign 
contracts have .lately been taken' by 
our manufacturers. in the face of Brit- 
ish " competition, and just as nature 
seems to. encourage-the American as- 
piration, by show.ing that • the English 
coal mines will. he..exhausted .within 
another fifty years, science seems to be 
coming to the aid of the Britisher and 
may .be about' to open new. fields of 
competition.in steel, ih'which America 
•must take part if she is to maintain 
her hard. earned prestige. The- dis- 
covery has been .demonstrated in Lon-- 
doh'and is being made much of by the 
English press that the ability tq. pro- 
duce perfect steel • by-casting it in a 
.vacuum made by' li'quid hydrogen, with 
a process that .it is 'riot 'proposed to 
make public,:has at last attained prac- 
ticability. •• A company .has been formed 
with a' capital1 of.

New Guinea Cockatoos 
Craolc. Hardest 


STuts. witli Eilae. 


•A few New Guinea cockatoos,.a rare 


species in this latitude, have. been 
brought to Chicago recently and have 
created much interest by their odd ap- 
pearance and actions. 
They-are-as 


large as pheasants and jet black in 
color. The bird1 is'remarkable'for its 
immensely strong bill and the clever 
manner-in which it is':used. The; bill 
is as hard as steel and the upper part 
has a deep notch in. .'it. The favorite 
food of this cockatoo is'the kernel of 
the. canary nut, but. there Is wonderful 
ingenuity required ;to get at it, for the 
nut is something like a brazil nut, but 
it ..is ten times as hard. In fact, it 
requires the blow of a heavy hammer 
to crack it. It is quite, smooth and 
somewhat triangular in shape. The 
cockatoo might throw; the 'nut down, 
but it would not break, or it might 
hold it in.its claws, like, the parrots 
usually do with,.their food, and at- 
tempt to crush it;-but the smoothness 
of the nut would cause it to-fly out of 
the .beak^; Nature appears.. to have 
given, the possessor of the, wonderful 
bill; some intelligence to ' direct its 
powers, for the cockatoo takes one!pi 
the. nuts edgewise in" its bill and by 
a carving motion of its sharp.: lower 
beak makes a small notch on it. This 
done,!: the-bird takes hold of the'hut 
•with .its claws, and,'biting 6ft1:a piece 
of leaf, retains i't'in.the: deep1 notch>ot 
.the upper part of the bill. . Then the 
nut is • seized between the upper and 
lower parts of the bill and is prevented 
from slipping by the. peculiar texture 
of the leaf.; A,sharp nip or two breaks 
off a tiny piece-, of. the-shell, of thernut. 
The .bird then seizes the nut in its 
claws and. pokes .the..long, sharp point 
of its bill into the hole and-picks out 
the kernel bit -by bit. The -cockatoo 
has a very long tongue, which collects 
each morsel as it is broken off by the 
bill. This is a wonderful process,, for 
it is quitevclear that' without the'leaf 
nothing could be. done, and it proves 
how certain structures in birds -arc 
made to destroy certain parts of plants. 
—Chicago Chronicle.

piece w.ith salt arid pepper and dredge 
with a little flour. Lay . the pieces, 
snugly in the pot, which, has been rub- 
bed with a little butter or melted suet/ 
Pour-in. a pint or more .of. hot water, 
just enough to appear..toward the sur- 
face.of the .chicken. 
Dredge' tlie top 


again with flo.urV-piit on-the cover and 
.set in the. oven.'- The .oven, should be' 
very ho t' for' the .first .15 uiinu 'te's'i • after 
which the .'heat'shouid be'.'reel need to 
the -lowest'degree" that ''will keep.the 
pot gently simmering.

;' At; the-, outset, it may'be necessary to 
examine the 'pot occasionally to; ac- 
quaint oneself'with'.the action of the 
oven's heat, but ,wheu this is once'as- 
certained .the pot may lie-'loft' undis- 
turbed from the'beginning'till .the'disfi 
is- about clone/ Totmg- chickens will 
require .only 'two. hours; older, ones, 
three to four, more'.water and the 
slowest possible heat to bring them out 
tender. 


The chicken will be cooked to a point 


that'the 'meat will easily come'-from 
the bone and yet may be served in as' 
perfect, form as when laid iu. the pot. 
It-will have all the richness of a roast 
without the dryness that quite forbids 
the'open oven baking of a chicken.. It 
will have all the juiciness of the fricas- 
see''without any. of .the wateriness 
Tfhich one wishes to avoid.
